THE MeCORD CASE. 


Detective Ab. Grimes States How 
He Followed Mrs. McCord. 


Testimony in the Contested Divorce Suit 
To-Day--Witnesses Examined=-Scenes 
in the Court-Room. 


The MeCord divorce trial was resumed this 
morning in Judge Adams’ court. There was a large 
attendance of female witnesses and of persons 
attracted by curiosity to the contested scene, The 


McCords having moved around from one 
West End ing-house to another after 
leaving the Planters’ House, the story of their 
domestic infelicity became generally circulated 
and furnished food for gossip inthe parlor and 
kitchen long before the trouble reached the 
courts. Mrs. McCord remained in Gen. Hender- 
son’s office until the time approached for her to 
take the witness-stand, thus avoiding the gaze 
of a crowded court-room as long as possible. Her 
mother occupied a seat in court throughout the 
roceedings. r. McCord sat behind bis counsel, 
udge Phillips and Major Lee, intensely inter- 
ested in every utterance from the lips of the 
numerous witnesses. 

The first witness called this morning was 

WILLIAM N. BREWSTE 

a young, man who bh boardea 
at 2627 ne street when the McCords 
were beneath that roof. He testified that he knew 
husband and wife, but had no knowledge of the 


open relations existing between them. The

ness was asked by Judge Phillips whether he 
aid not say to Mrs. pag b who kept the board- 
ing-house: “I do not wish to board in your house 
ov ne as Mrs. McCord is allowed to in 


Gen. Henderson objected to the question and he 
See ete cae The young man of virtuous indig- 
nation was then told to leave the witness-stand, 
and there was a suppressed titter among the male 
element in court. 

Lizzie Roach, a good-looking young domestic, 
was the next to take the stand. She did not raise 
her voice above a whisper although repeatedly told 
by the court not to afraid of opening her 
mouth, as her tongue would not run away with 
her. Itwas very difficult for counsel to catch her 
utterances, and the me had to be repeated 
several times. Lizzie held her head down ina 
shamefaced way and mumbled out that she had 
served the McCords in the capacity of nurse for 
two years and a half. She was with 
them at 2815 Locust street, at Mrs. Pittman’s 
and Mrs. Caffrey’s. She knew Mr. Condon. He 
was in the habit of visiting Mrs. McCord every 
day. Hecame generally during the afternoon, 
when Mrs. McCord was absent. The witness re- 
membered one occasion in particular. He came 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. Mrs. McCord was 
en deshabille at the time and lying in bed. She 
was complaining that day of not feeling well. Her 
husband was not at home when Mr, Condon came 
in. Mrs. McCord was in bed in the back parior, 
the window of which opened on a_ verandah. 
Mr. Condon went in the room and remained 
there some little time. Mr. McCord 
came home that afternoon early. The 
witness was present one afternoon when Mr. and 
Mrs. McCord had a scene about whipping the 
child Edwin. Mr. McCord reached for the child 
and was about to administer a whipping with his 
open hand. Mrs. McCord rushed forward to pre- 
vent him ayiee his hand on the child,and he push- 
ed her back. r. McCord was frequently absent 
from t#é city when witness lived with them. He 
would be away perhaps two weeks out of six. 
She generally slept on a lounge in the front parlor. 
There were folding doors between the parlor and 
the McCords’ sleeping apartment. 

MRS, KATE RENFREW 

lived in the rooms above the stable of 1804, which 
were rented by Henry D. Lucas, whose coachman 
her husband was. er rooms opened on the yard 
of Mrs. Riall’s house, and Mrs. Renfrew testified 
that during the months of June and July of 1882, 
she frequently saw Reed come vut of the house 
and soon after Mrs, McCord, wolua pass along 
Eighteenth street, and she saw them _ re- 
turn together several hours later. Reed 
would generally bring Mrs. McCord to the side 
fence where she would pass into the house aud he 
would follow, or leave soon after. This was al- 
ways at night and occurred at leasta dozen 


times. 

PRIESTLY HASTELL, 
acolored boy, employed at Mrs. Pittman’s as 
waiter and chore boy, occasioned much amuse- 
ment by his narrative.jHartell said that he carried 


several notes between Mr. 
and Mrs. McCord, and saw = them 
together frequently. One night when 


McMcCord was away he was going up the stairs 
that led from the laundry toa porch at the rear 
of the McCord ra@ms he saw a man climb out of 
the window from Mrs. McCord’s rooms and pass 
rapidly into the hall of 2629, the next house. A 
number of witnesses were then examined as to 
the intimacy between Mrs. McCord and Geo. P. 
Reed at Mrs. Riall’s and as to Mr. McCord’s treat- 
ment of his wife. Miss Mary Smith, who was a 
boarder at Mrs. Riail’s, on returning from dancing 
school one night caught 
MRS. MCCORD SITTING ON MR. REED’S LAP 

Mr. Reed was sitting in a rocking-chair on the 
front porch. and Mrs. McCord sprang up hastily 
and in confusion when Miss’ Smith appeared on 
the porch. Maggie Redmond the sewing girl 
said, that Mr. McCord was uniformly kind, and 
Mrs. McCord was sometimes sharp and tart. 
Reuben Johnson, the cook at Mrs. Reall’s heard 
Reed and Mrs. McCord talking on the porch about 
love, she said, Fb don’t love me that hard do 
you,” and he said “yes.” He thought them very 


affectionate. 
DETECTIVE GRIMES, P 

who was employed by Mr. McCord to shadow Mrs. 
McCord. was next placed on the stand. His story 
elicited deep interest from allin the court-room. 
He found Mrs. McCord ana Geo. P. Reed register- 
ed at the Fabian House, Littleton, a resort among 
the White Mountains in New Hampshire. They 
were registered Geo. P. Reed and Mrs. M. A. Mc- 
Cord, but the rooms marked onthe register by the 
clerk were ruled out by the court. They remained 
atthe Fabian House until October 10th or 11th 
when they took the afternoon train, with allo 
their baggage, for Beston. At first they were 
seated in a common caf a short distance ahead of 
Grimes. Reed had his arm around Mrs. McCord, 
and their actions were very affectionate. During 
the latter part of the journey the couple were in 
a chair car, and Mrs. McCord appeared to be un- 
well, as she laid ber head on Reed’s shoulder and 
he petted her and rubbed camphor on her tem- 

les. When the train arrived at Boston Reed and 
Sion. McCord were driven in a carriage to the Re- 
vere House, where Reed registered for both of 
them and they were assigned rooms 76 and 77, ad- 
joming and connecting by an inner door. The de- 
tective saw both of them enter the same room 
that night. The following night they went to the 
theater together, yosareeng, about 12 o'clock, 
Grimes saw Reed sitting in Mrs. McUord’s room 
about 1 o’clock, and the connecting door between 
the rooms was open. While at the hotel the two 
took their meals together and were together con- 
stantly on the streetandin thebouse. On the 
12th o' October Mrs. McCord visited Mrs. Smalls

Abont half an hour after they had en- 
tered the room together the detective looked 
through the slats of the window and saw the 
clothes of the occupants hanging on the hooks 
and furniture, The light was out in the room, 
but the light fromthe cabin shone throuch the 
transom and ginger-bread work.

The Alms-House Investigation. 

BonTon, April 4.—Tn® Tewksbury Alms-house 
investigation was resumedto-day. The chairman 
askea to have the issue as to whether the bodies 
had been delivered to tne medical school eliminat- 
ed,as that would not be disputed. Governor But- 
ler replied that he expected to prove that the bod- 
ies had been delivered elsewhere,some to be skin- 
ned and the skins to be tanned. He proposed to 
show that after the bodies had 
been buried they had been taken up 
and sent away, and he said he would go 


into the graveyard at Tewksbury and produce 
some alleged “remains.”’ This investigation was 
to go on to prove that the testimony which had 
been given was absolutely false. Books which had 
been sent to him as records of the alms-house 
were not complete, and were copies of the origin- 
al books. He wanted the latter, embracing those 
recording deaths and the sale of dead bodies. 
The chairman said it was claimed that no dead 
bodies had been sold, hence there are no records 
to be produced, but the Governor said he would 
prove the conéary. Mrs. Thomas _re- 
sumed her testimony, correcting the 
statement that a pound of butter 
a week given inmates should have been a pound a 
meal. onora Connors, an inmate, was kept as a 
“show” woman forthe benefit of visitors, who 
were taken to see her. Thomas Hall, who worked 
at Tewksbury from 1874 to 1877, testified that he 
had all the dead to bury while he was there. He 
took them from the dead-house under orders. 
Thomas J. Marsh, Jr., and Captain Manning used 
to come and get the dead bodies, carrying them 
away in two zinc air-tight trunks. 

During the winter he was there the bodies 
taken to Boston averaged 65 to 75. They were not 
sentin hot weather. No pickling was done while 
he was there. Bodies received from the State 
prison for burial at the Alms House were, with 
one exception, sent away for dissection. When 
the witness left he was paid $100 for his winter’s 
work and for handling ies. He thought Tom 
Marsh used to collect money from Harvard Co)- 
lege. The witness acknowledged he knew he had

THE death of PETER COOPER removes

KRING’S CASE. 


The Criminal Court Awaiting a 
Copy of the U. 8. Court 
Mandate. 


A Talk with Kring, Who Says the State Will 
Try a Dead Man if His Case is Called 


Again. 


To-day the condition of the case of Charles F. 
Kring in consequence of the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court was suggested 
to Acting Circuit Attorney Jones by the attorneys 


for the defendant. “I don’t know just what will 
be done,” said Judge Jones. “I suppose we will 
have to wait until the mandate reversing and re- 
manding is sent to the court, via the State Su- 
preme Court. Then application for bond will be 
yo and I suppose the case will be continued 
Y r. Harris, to give the defendant time to die.” 

r. McDonald thought that such would be the 
disposition made of the matter, as every- 
body concurs in the _ futility of putting 
Kring on trial again. When asked to-day Mr. 
Seward made the following statement concerning 
the status of the case. 

“We have not received the opinion yet from 
Washington. When the mandate reaches the 
CriminalCourt we will move to admit Kring to bail 
and there can be no question about the right to 
bailnow. Judge Jones told me to get the man- 
dates, and the State would then arrange for the 
amount of bail. We don’t know what course the 
State will take, but we think that if Mr. Harris 
were here he would ga into court and discharge 
the prisoner. Judge Jones does not feel at liberty 
to act, | believe, as heis only there temporarily. 
This would be the final result even on trial. The 
evidence heretofore offered showed that it was 
either a case of murder in the first degree 
or nothing, and on the evidence 
the court would have to instruct 
to find the defendant guilty of murder in the first 
degree Or acquit. and in view of the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court they could not 
convict him of murder in the first degree, so that 
they would bave to acquit. Gov. Johnson is quot- 
ed as saying that Kring might be sentenced on his 
plea. It is my impression that Gov. Johnson did 


not express this opinion, as I _ believe 
he is familiar with the record and 
as a lawyer ought to know that when 


the trial court set aside the plea to second degree 
and the Court of Appeals and State Supreme 
Court sustained the trial court in that there is no 
plea on record, and it would be impossible to sen- 
tence him on a plea that has been set aside in that 
way. When Mr. Harrisreturns we expect he will 
enter a nolle pros., and injthe meantime Kring 
will be admitted to bail.”

Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth Congress‘ s. Without 
gettinga single report from the committee to 
which it was referred, the only action of any kind 
in reference to it being to transfer it from one 
committee to another, and once to allow the 
withdrawal of the petition. With the close of the 
Forty-fifth Congress, after having been presented 
successively in every Congress for 22 years,without 
action by a singie committee in all that time, the 
chief claimant having expired meantime, it dis- 
apneared, and has not since been heard from. 
There are many more cases of a similar nature, 


though the majority are less persistent than these 


Mexican claimants were, and,as a rule, if they 
find themselves unsuccessful after about ten 
years, drop out of the race. There are some 
enurious claims, too, among these thousands so 

resented. In the Fortieth Congress William 

vebn put inaclaim fora considerable sum, on 
account of the loss of his daughter, killed by an 
explosion at the Washington Arsenal in 1864. 
This was pressed for four or five years, and finally 
abandoned. John Robb had for twelve years a 
claim in every Congress for “compensation for 
services as Acting Secretary of War,” and after 
nis death the widow took up the burden where be 
laid it down, and made another effort. It was 
favorably reported upon several times, and passed 
the Senate several times, but failed in the House. 
After the Forty-first Congress it dropped out of 
—_ as Mr. Robb himself had done, while it was 
pending. 

There are many other cases of an equally in- 
teresting nature. Many of them are doubtless just 
claims, and some are not; but thesjust in this case 
have to suffer with the unjust merely because of 
the lack of opportunity and time for Congress to 


discriminate and act upon the thousands of these 


cases which come beforeit. During last Congress 
over 15,000 bills were presented, and nut ene-fourth 
that number recived action by committees. The 
only relief-is some plan by which all claims of 
this kind can be sent to a court for adjudication 
or at eae for report to Congress ypon their just

Father Fleming was then requested by the mother 
to leave the images, but he refused, and from that 
time it was impossible for the child to aes with- 
out her images. Father Fleming frequently canie 
to see her, when she would ask for the images, 
and he would reply that he had them all right and 
would keep them for her. From that time, which 
was in May, 1879, to Christmas, the paroxysins 
came every Week, and Father Fleming thought it 
something miraculous. By his advice, the child 
often went to confession, and he would show her 
the images, and when she went into a trance she

until she was shown the images. On Christmas 
Father Fleming ceased his visits, and refused to 
come again.

DRIVEN CRAZY. 


Terrible Sufferings of a Russian 
who was Exiled. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Nrew YorRE, April 4.—The New York Volks-Zel- 
tung has information that Nicolai Spasskoff, a 
Russian refugee, who arrived at Vienna recently, 
reports that Tschernyschewskij, the Russian au- 
thor, who has been for nineteen years an exile, 
has been insane since the beginning of the year. 
When Spasskoff saw him he was confined at Wi- 
lujsk, in the Government of Irkutsk. He was rav- 
ing mad. Tschernyschewskij was banished for 
writing the romance “Schto Djelatj.”” The cer- 
emony following upon his sentence is thus de- 
scribed by an eye-witness: It was on May 20, 1864, 
a large crowd was hurrying to the Kassan piace 
at St. Petersburg, where a scaffold was erected 
guarded by a detachment of soldiery. From far 
away I could see the pillory, overtopping the 
scaffold and the surrounding crowd. From the 
Kassan steeple the clock struck nine, and at the 
same time from a small alley leading to the Kas- 
san place a cart issued. It was painted black and 
accompanied by two gendarmes. The cart made

Orang, Chimpanzee, Gorilla, 
From the Gentleman’s Magazine. 


The orang is perhaps one of the most cele- 
brated of apes. The average height is about 
4% feet. ‘The arms are relatively long, but 
the legs are by no meafs disproportionately 
developed. The thumb and great we are 
shortened, and the foot cannot be placed flat 
on the ground. The orn is a vegetable 
feeder, and appears to be of quiet and peace- 
ful disposition, although when driven to 
bay, as in incidents related by Mr. A. R. 
Wallace, this ape may prove itself to be a 
most formadable opponent. The chimpan- 
zee and gorilla are included in one genus, 
(Troglodytes), and inhabit the iame_region, 
namely, the intertropical parts of Wesetrn 
Africa. The gorilla (Troglodytes gorilla) is 
by far the largest of the man-like apes, the 
average height being about 5 feet, or even 
nore. The erect posture is readily assumed 
by the goriila, the foot being broad, and cap- 
able of supporting the weight of the body. 
The aspect of the gorilla is both terrifying 
and repulsive. ‘he great shaggy head, the 
overarching eyebrows and their ridges, the 
full glaring eyes, the prominent and widely 
separated nostrils, and the implied muscu- 
larity of jaws and body justly serve to ren- 
der this great ape a formidable antagonist to 
his higher neighbor, man himself. The two 
living specimens of gorilla which I have had 
the oppertunity of inspecting were both 
young forms. One of these was the famous 

ongo, which was exhibited in London some 
years ago. ‘The other specimen was a still 
younger gorilla, whose acquaintance I made 
in Liverpool in 1881. Both specimens were 
tame, Pongo being particulariy playful and 
demonstrative. But evenin the young con- 
dition there was no mistaking the air of 
latent ferocity which these apes possessed, 
and the uncertain tempers of each specimen 
bore testimony to the strongly and purely 
animal nature which a few additional ‘.* 
would doubtiess have developed in all its 
typical strength. The chimpanzee (Troglo- 

ytes niger) attains an average height of 44% 
feet, and is usuaily larger tian the orang. 
In many respects, and especialiy-in its men- 
tal aspect, this ape is the most man-like of 
the anthropoid species. The erect posture 
is readily assumed either in standing or in 
walking, and the habitual attitude of these 
apes, namely, that of resting on the Knuckles, 
is perhaps most pce seen in the 
chimpanzee. The thumb great tue ex- 
hibit a full development.

The restaurant-keeper 
ferred the reporter to a bootblack who knew the 
artist, and who had both arms covered with pic- 
tures. The bootblack said he knew “Tattoo 
P Dutch” as he called the artist.and led the reporter 
to a cheap lodging-house on Sixth, between Mar- 

€Tand Walnut. The artist was found in a low, 
dingy front room, filled with beds and boys, rang- 
ing from 16 to 20, and was at work upon the arm 
of one of the individuals. He had already com- 
pleted a large picture of a sailor under a weeping 
willow drooping above a tombstone, 
on which was__ the inscription, “In 
Memory of My Father,’’ and was putting the 
finishing touches to another picture revealing a 
sailor lad and his lassie under the spreading 
boughs of an oak. The pictures extended almost 
from the wrist to the elbow of the left arm and 
were correspondingly wide. The reporter asked 
the young man if he nad ever been at sea in the 
literal sense of the term, and he answered no.

briny —_ and the only excuBe he could give was 
that the pictures were pretty and would look well. 
Another young man of a sentimental turn hada 
dove with a branch of myrtle on the back of one 


hand and a rose wreath with a girl’s name 
on the other.

artist himself had his arms covered with subjects 
that he said were put on in Prussia. 
“There,” said he proudly, pointing to the sea 
pictures on the first youngster’s arm; “there is as 
fine a piece of tattooing as anybody ever saw. It’s 
just as good as anything on that lady at Sackett’s; 
every line is clear, the drawing is good and the 
color is laid on finely. Capt. Costentenus hasn’t 
gut any better work on him than that is.” 
The work was Welldone and the reporter said 
so. The artist then explained that his name was 
Wm. Bender; he had been a sea-faring man for 
many years, had followed blacksmithing a 
while, and for the last year or two 
had made his living entirely by tattooing 
poor. He said the business was remunerative, 
ut the fact that the artist was very roughly 
dressed and made his quurters in such cheap es- 
tablishments as ten-cent lodging-houses argued 
the fact that he was not making afortune. The 
reporter intimated his desire to 
HAVE AN ARM FRESCOED, 
whereupon Mr. Bender produced an autograph 
album and spread the samples of his work betore 
him. Every page in the book had a picture in red 
and blue, varying in sizé and character from a 
triple-link Odd Fellow’s emblem to a giri in tighta 
or a ship under full sail. There were from 75 to 
100 different designs in the album. 
“Ican put one of these on you,” said Bender, 
pointing to a pair of clasped hands,” for a

“What kind of people get tattooed?” 

I tattooed the supers over at 
the Opera-house yesterday. Nearly all the news- 
boys and badtblacks have their arms covered, and 
then plenty of men and women send for me to go 
to their houses. Yes. women. You seem sur- 
prised? I tattoo pienty of them and have got aa 
engagement for this evening with some of them 
living on Sixth aud Elm.” 

“Oh, dis:eputable women,” said the reporter, 
drawing a sigh of relief. 

“Yes, some of them are bad; but some are good. 
I’ve done tattooing tor several respectable ladies 
in this city. They generally get their names or 
initials puton, sothat if anything happens, a 
railroad or steamboat accident, or anxthing when 
they are away from home, they can _ be identified,

on either the awms or legs, the latter preferred. 
Respectable ladies rarely want anything but their 
initials; the other class take stars, doves, emblems 
of friendship, mottoes and soon. I get twenty- 
five cents for every trick of this kind.”

“Well, yes. You can find bootblacks with botn 
arms covered with beautiful work. Then there 
are men upon whose breasts 1 have put big ships, 
covering the entire chest. Such a job is worth 


“What idea have people generally in ttin 
themselves marked ng this way?” . ” . 
“Oh, Ldon’t know. Some want it for identifi- 
cation; others because they think it’s pretty, and 
then with others it’s just a freak and ther don’t 
know why they getit done and don’t qare what 
aes put on, so long as it’s a picture. The cruci- 
xion used to be a favorite subject, but I have 
few callstor it now. Bob Ingersoll, I guess, 
knocked it out. No. I never tattooed but one 
clergyman, and he was a Chicago Presbyterian, 
who got me to puta girl’s head and the name 
‘Emily’ under it on the calf of his left leg.”

“No. lwas engaged ona young fellow living 
up at Sixteenth and O’Fallon, and got his arms, 
legs and part of his breast covered—put about 
30 werth of work on him—when he skipped out. 
haven’t seen him for several days. guess he 
was going withsome show. He paid me right 
straight along, so I guess it’s all right.” 
MAKING A TATTOOED MAN. 

“What would you charge to tattoo me from 
head to foot?” 
“Between $300 and $400—say $300. I would 
charge more for tattooing a woman, because it 
would take longer. You look as if you could stand 
unishment, and I believe I could put you through 
n focr or five months; but everybody cannot take 
it in heavy doses. If a man’s health were not to 
be taken into consideration, the job could be done 
in three or four weeks. The best, however, that 
could be at all expected under the circumstances 
would be three months; the average time required 
is nine months. This period is necessary 
on account of the rests that must be given. Say 
1 tattoo your arm—put eight or nine pictures on it 
to-day—well it will be sore for a week and during 
that time I could do no work. But I would under- 
take to decorate you ln less than nine months for 
$300. It would take fully a year to tattoo a woman 
properly. 1 don’t suppose any of these women on 
exhibition are tat except on their arms,
